Hubert Hum- 
phrey continued to ad- 
dress himself to the 
business of bettering the 
condition of the unfor- 
tunate and the down- 
trodden. 

“With the assistance of 
Rep. Augustus Hawkins, 
Senator Humphrey co- 
sponsored the Humphrey- 
Hawkins Bill, a measure 
calling for the develop- 
ment and coordination of 
economic planning efforts 
and job creation programs. 
The proposed new law sets 
a goal of reducing unem- 
ployment to at least four 
percent during a period of 
not more than four years. 

“Senator Humphrey, a 
long time supporter of 
community action agen- 
cies, was steadfast in his 
position that the most ef- 
fective way to provide 
dignity for all Americans is 
to make it possible for 
them to receive decent and 
meaningful employment. 

“Though the Humphrey- 
Hawkins “full employment” 


proposal has been watered 


down to a great degree, it 
is now quite possible that 
the.bill will be endorsed by 
the president and enacted 
into-law by the Congress. 

“The death of Senator 
Humphrey was most unfor- 
tunate. The event, 
however, may serve to 
shock the 
our ‘nation into finatly 
facing up to the respon- 
sibility. of providing a bet- 
ter life for all of our 
citizens.

HUMPHREY-HAWKINS BILL 
UNDERRATED 


The compromise Humphrey-Hawkins Bill goes to 
the -Congress.. with considerably less enthusiasm 
ong fighters. for fujl employment that it should 

ave. : 

Its critics don’t like the removal of such features of 
earlier versions.of the Bill as the establishment of a 
legally enforceable right to a job. Nor do they like the 
fact that the’Bill contains no specific job-creation pro- 
rong And many quibble about this or that part of 

Such yearning for absolute perfection does credit 
to the critics’ idealism, but it severely hampers the ef- 
fort to pass the Humphrey-Hawkins Bill intact. And it 
seriously underrates the value of an important Bill 
which, for the first time in history mandates federal 
full employment policies. 

As it now stands, the Humphrey-Hawkins Bill repre- 
sents.an indispensable first step toward a full employ-— 
ment economy and anything less than an all-out effort 
in support of the Bill would be a tragic mistake. 

Critics on the right are under no delusions about 
the opens of Humphrey-Hawkins. A determined ef- 
fort is being mounted to sink it.in Congress. If the Bill 
is really as weak as 80 many people say it is, why are 
the enemies of full employment fighting is so hard? 

The Bill mandates the federal government to pur- 
sue policies leading to a three percent unemp t 
rate for adults and an overall four percent unemploy- 
ment rate within five years. From the int of 
real full employment, especially in providing jobs for 
subgroups like blacks and minorities, this seems 
modest for a hational goal. 

But with current lessness at seven percent ac- 
cording to official figures, these targets are reason- 
able approximations of what can be accomplished in 
a five year span. Adult unemployment would be cut 
sharply while the overall four percent rate could not 
be achieved without raneive. reductions in youths and 


The Bill's four percent jobless goal is an interim 

one, and it i868 public policy diecussion, which 
* had been stuck with a general consensus that 5 or 6 
nt unemployment was acceptable. 
The Bill. lets the President come up with his own 
mix of programs to bring the jobless rate down to the 
goal, but it does provide that if traditional means don't’ 
do the job, then enough public service jobs should be 
created to reach the goal of four percent. 
The Bill really puts the President on the spot. 
Traditionally, Presidents make noises about how they 
' will try to encourage full employment, and then 
casually accept high jobless rates. No more. 

Now the President will have to make annual pro- 
jections of joblessness tied to the Bill's goals. He'll 


- joblessness. Even the Federal Reserve will have to 
report to the Congress on Its policies as they relate to 
jobs. And if the President doesn't meet the Bill's 
goals, he'll have to say why. 

Politically, that’s quite a burden for @ President to

through qualified faculty 
members and the students 
learn pretty much the same 
thing, but the scene 
changes when the children 
go home--there is the 
culprit of black 
educational. ignorance. 

There is nothing that 
goes on.in the home in 
those _ after school hours 
relative to school lessons.
